W ith 48 sci¬ 
ence class¬ 
es taught 
each day, there was a 
lot to be learned. From 
studying the evolution 
of the earth to solv¬ 
ing chemical formulas, 
six teachers took on a 
combined 1,200 stu¬ 
dents each day. 

Many experiments and 


labs took place through¬ 
out the year in classes 
ranging from Biology to 
Chemistry to Physics. 

In Mr. Aaron Warner's 
Biology I class, students 
dissected frogs. This 
was in accordance with 
their learning about the 
names and functions of 
the amphibian's organs 
and how they differed 


from humans. 

In Anatomy and Physi¬ 
ology, co-taught by Mr. 
Warner and Mrs. Sue 
Hanley, students dis¬ 
sected fetus pigs. Part 
of their grade was to 
determine the gender 
and all of the different 
organs of the fetus.
